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Chinatown  Residents,  Others  Remember  Dr.  Patrick  Wing  Ar  Moy

Patrick  Wing  Ar  Moy,  a 
Chinese  immigrant  who  became 
a  prominent  and  generous  physi¬ 
cian  in  Boston,  died  suddenly  on 
October  24.  He  was  57  years  old. 

Dr.  Moy  grew  up  in  a  small 
village  in  Guangzhou  in  south¬ 
eastern  China.  At  the  age  of  nine 
and  with  the  financial  help  of  his 
aunt,  he  moved  to  Hong  Kong, 


where  he  graduated  from  high 
school  and  began  work  as  a 
medical  laboratory  technician. 

In  1970,  he  immigrated  to 
Boston  for  employment  in  the 
medical  laboratories  of  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  and 
continued  his  work  while  com¬ 
pleting  a  degree  in  chemistry  at 
Northeastern  University.  It  was 
at  Northeastern  that  he  met  his 
wife,  Rita,  while  she  was  attend¬ 


ing  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  He 
then  went  on  to  receive  his  med¬ 
ical  degree  from  Tufts  Medical 
School  in  1977. 

After  the  completion  of  an 
internal  medicine  residency  at 
Yale-affiliated  Norwalk  Hospital, 
he  returned  to  the  Boston  area. 
He  worked  in  neighborhood 
health  centers  in  Dorchester 
before  establishing  his  own  med¬ 
ical  practice  in  the  Mass  Pike 


Towers  building  in  Chinatown. 
Family  members  recalled  that 
during  the  early  years,  if  patients 
were  unable  to  pay  for  his  ser¬ 
vices,  he  did  not  charge  and 
instead  accepted  whatever  they 
could  offer,  such  as  food. 

In  addition  to  serving  many 
families  in  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity  through  his  medical  prac-

Chinatown 
Overwhelmingly 
Voted  for  Kerry

A  long  line  of  voters 
stretched  outside  Chinatown's 
polling  site  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  (Ward  3,  8),  even  into  the 
afternoon  on  Tuesday. 

According  to  early  election 
results,  1,464  people  voted  at  the 
site.  A  total  of  347  people  voted 
for  President  George  Bush  and 
Vice  President  Dick  Cheney, 
and  1,091  voted  for  Senators 
John  Kerry  and  John  Edwards. 

As  of  12:30  p.m..  Warden 
Paul  Lee  said  that  103  people 
were  voting  per  hour  at  the  site.

New  Designs  for 
Chinatown  Park  Unveiled 

Redesigned  Park  Will 
Feature  Waterfall,  Stream

Chinatown  and  Leather 
District  community  leaders, 
fighting  to  prevent  what  they 
called  cost-saving  cuts  to  key 
features  of  Chinatown's  pro¬ 
posed  park,  got  more  than  what 
they  bargained  for  when 
designers  recently  unveiled 
plans  to  add  an  Asian-style 
stream  and  rock  waterfall  to  the 
park. 

The  waterfall  and  the  stream 
will  replace  a  fountain  that  was 
originally  planned  for  the  park 
but  then  dropped.  Many  park

Tenants  Object 
to  25%  Rent 
Increase  at 
Chauncy  House

Residents  of  the  Chauncy 
House,  an  88-unit  affordable 
housing  complex  at  115 
Chauncy  St.,  are  objecting  to  a 
25%  rent  increase  that  went  into 
effect  Monday.  The  nonprofit 
owner  of  the  apartment  com¬ 
plex,  Community  Builders, 
however,  says  the  rent  increase 
is  the  first  in  nine  years  and  is 
needed  to  cover  increasing 
expenses. 

On  June  29,  the  Chauncy 
House,  which  is  occupied  most¬ 
ly  by  Chinese,  posted  a  notice 
in  English  alerting  tenants  that 
it  would  increase  rents  by  10%

for  moderate-income  ten¬ 
ants  and  40%  for  low- 
income  residents  who 
receive  Section  8  assis¬ 
tance,  a  type  of  federal 
subsidy.  The  tenants 
receiving  Section  8  assis¬ 
tance  wouldn't  pay  more 
for  their  rents  because  the 
federal  subsidy  would 
cover  the  difference.  The 
majority  of  tenants,  how¬ 
ever,  who  do  not  receive 
the  subsidies,  would. 

The  June  29  notice 
advised  tenants  to  send 
comments  or  objections  to 
the  new  rents  to  the 
Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development, 
or  HUD.  But  because  the 
notice  was  written  in 
English,  said  Karen  Chen, 
a  community  organizer  at 
the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  many  of  the 
tenants  didn't  know  they 
could  object  to  the  rent 
increases  because  they 
couldn't  read  English. 

HUD  did  not  approve 
the  rent  changes  requested 
by  Community  Builders, 
but  instead  approved  an 
across-the-board  25% 
increase,  since  rent  increas¬ 
es  must  be  the  same  for  all 
units,  said  a  local  HUD 
spokeswoman. 

On  September  21, 


Community  Builders  noti¬ 
fied  tenants  that  on 
November  1  rents  at  the 
Chauncy  House  would 
increase  by  25%.  When 
Chauncy  House  notified  its 
residents  that  the  rents 
would  go  up  (a  studio  for 
$555  is  now  $691  and  a 
one-bedroom  for  $626  is 
now  $780),  the  notices 
were  posted  in  English  and 
Chinese. 

When  asked  why  the 
first  notice  was  not  trans¬ 
lated  into  Chinese, 
Kathleen  Hennessy,  a 
senior  property  manager  at 
Community  Builders,  said: 
"We  don't  translate  every¬ 
thing.  We  tell  them  that 
this  is  an  important  docu¬ 
ment  and  that  they  need  to 
have  it  translated." 

The  notice  did  say  in 
Chinese  that  the  document 
is  important  and  needs  to 
be  translated. 

Yvonne  Deng,  property 
manager  at  the  Chauncy 
House,  said  she  sometimes 
translates  documents  for 
the  tenants  but  because  she 
is  not  a  certified  translator, 
she  avoids  translating 
"important  documents." 
She  estimated  that  about 
95%  of  the  tenants  are 
Chinese  but  suggested  that 
they  should  find  their  own 
translator  if  they  can't  read 
notices  at  the  apartment 


complex. 

Days  after  receiving  the 
latter  notice,  nearly  40  resi¬ 
dents  signed  a  petition 
opposing  the  25%  rent 
increase. 

"It  was  really  shocking 
because  there  was  a  pro¬ 
posal  that  it  would  be  10%, 
but  then  it  was  25%,"  said 
a  resident  who  only  gave 
the  name  "Wei."  Wei,  age 
48,  said  she  is  out  of  work 
and  her  husband  earns 
only  about  $1,000  a  month 
at  a  Chinese  restaurant. 

"Even  with  the  [previ¬ 
ous]  rent,"  she  said,  "it's 
already  high  for  me." 

Community  Builders 
offered  to  meet  privately 
with  individual  tenants  to 
discuss  the  rent  increases, 
said  Hennessy,  but  she 
added  that  HUD  had 
approved  the  rent  increas¬ 
es. 

"There  has  not  been  an 
increase  in  over  nine 
years,"  said  Hennessy,

adding  that  water,  sewer, 
and  gas  prices  have 
increased. 

She  did  not  say  why 
the  Community  Builders 
waited  over  nine  years  to 
raise  the  rents. 


When  asked  what  she 
would  do  once  the  rents 
are  raised,  Wei  said:  "I'm 
not  going  to  pay  it.  We're 
going  to  fight  it."

BU  Biolab 

Dear  Editor: 

Boston  University  has 
the  perfect  location  for  the 
construction  of  a  level  4 
Bio-terror  lab.  An  area 
located  between  the  dense¬ 
ly  populated  neighbor¬ 
hoods  of  Roxbury  and  the 
South  End. 

BU  has  teamed  up  with 
city  and  state  politicians  to 
get  this  lab  built,  and  it's  a 
done  deal.  Like  it  or  not, 
the  Bio-terror  lab  is  coming 
to  a  community  near  you. 

All  these  "town  meet¬ 
ings"  that  BU  is  holding  for 
the  lab  are  just  a  formality. 
BU  never  gives  the  directly 
affected  people  any  real 
information.  The  "officials" 
arrive  at  these  meetings 


prepared  to  discuss  traffic 
patterns  and  how  the 
building  would  look  while 
the  real  deal  is  being  dis¬ 
cussed  informally  with  BU 
administrators,  and  the 
city  and  state  politicians. 

Who  gets  the  real  bene¬ 
fit?  Is  it  worth  the  creation 
of  1,300  construction  jobs 
or  600  permanent  jobs  to 
introduce  the  deadliest, 
most  exotic,  and  incurable 
pathogens  to  our  commu¬ 
nity?  BU  has  abused  the 
people  of  these  neighbor¬ 
hoods  for  years.  Will  work 
be  conducted  by  a  medical 
student  on  his  first  day? 
How  does  the  guy  in  the 
dentist  chair  know  that  his 
dentist  is  experienced  or  a 
graduate  student  attempt¬ 
ing  his  first  root  canal? 

The  bottom  line  is  that 
BU  doesn't  care  about  your 
health,  or  mine,  any  more 


than  they  deem  necessary. 
Our  elected  officials  don't 
seem  to  care  about  those 
who  live  and  work  here, 
either.  They  certainly  don't 
care  about  the  prisoners  in 
the  Suffolk  county  jail,  or 
the  homeless  of  the  Pine 
Street  Inn. 

The  driving  force 
behind  bringing  us  the 
most  dangerous  pathogens 
known  to  man  is  money. 
The  grant  revenue.  BU  was 
awarded  $128  million  from 
the  federal  government  to 
construct  the  lab,  and 
could  make  billions 
because  there  are  so  few 
level  4  bio-terror  research 
facilities  in  the  U.S. 

Is  BU  prepared  to  han¬ 
dle  these  dangerous 
microorganisms  in  an 
urban  location?  What  can 
we  say  of  those  "officials" 
who  speak  to  the  commu¬ 


nity  about  the  lab? 

Dr.  Mark  Klempner, 
who  will  head  the  project, 
is  best  known  for  his  work 
on  Lyme  disease,  and  is 
not  very  well  known  in  the 
world  of  bio-weapons 
research.  Also,  I  don't 
believe  BU  is  considered 
one  of  the  top  universities 
in  biomedical  research. 

What's  really  startling 
is  the  plan  to  transport  the 
pathogens  to  and  from  the 
proposed  lab.  According  to 
these  officials  pathogens 
will  be  conveyed  via  a  con¬ 
ventional  parcel  delivery 
service  such  as  UPS, 

FedEx,  and  the  US  Postal 
Service.  The  "BU  officials" 
say  that  the  packaged 
pathogens  will  be  highly 
coordinated,  routed  on 
highways,  not  city  streets, 
and  monitored  by  a  global 
positioning  system.  They 


go  on  to  say  an  alarm  will 
activate  if  a  parcel  strays 
from  its  course.  How  stu¬ 
pid  is  this? 

For  a  GPS  system  to 
operate,  you  need  a  "line  of 
sight"  to  the  satellites. 
When  the  package  is  inside 
the  van  with  a  blocked  line 
of  sight,  it's  not  going  to 
work.  You  can  install  a 
GPS  tracking  device  on  the 
truck,  but  then  you  are 
only  tracking  the  truck,  not 
the  package.  What  hap¬ 
pens  when  the  vehicle  goes 
into  a  tunnel,  or  is  stuck  in 
traffic  under  an  overpass? 

The  security  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  facility  is  not  a 
joke.  The  individuals 
responsible  should  have 
real  security,  facility,  and 
logistic  experience  at  an 
existing  BSL-4  lab.

Kensington  in  Court  for 
Failing  to  Install  Sprinklers 
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in  about  12  years,"  said 
Lee  of  the  voter  turnout. 
He  said  that  at  6:45  a.m., 

25  people  had  already 
lined  up  to  vote,  though 
the  polling  site  didn't  open 
until  7  a.m. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  who  was  at 
the  polling  site  throughout 
much  of  Tuesday,  also  said 
the  turnout  was  higher 
than  usual. 

"This  is  the  most  peo¬ 
ple  I've  ever  seen,"  said 
Lowe. 

Poll  workers  —  who 
arrived  at  about  6  a.m.  — 
stayed  to  finish  counting 
votes  until  10:30  p.m.,  said 
Lee. 

"The  poll  workers  were 
troopers  all  day,"  he  said. 

Long  lines  were  also 
stretched  outside  the 
polling  site  at  the  Franklin 
Institute  at  465  Tremont  St. 
(Ward  5, 1),  where  many 
South  End  residents  and 
some  Chinatown  residents 
voted. 

A  diverse  crowd  of  res¬ 
idents  could  be  seen  vot¬ 


ing  at  both  sites  through¬ 
out  the  day. 

Older  voters  as  well  as 
younger  voters,  such  as 
Jonathan  Flug,  a  22-year- 
old  Tufts  Medical  School 
student  from  New  York, 
voted  on  Tuesday.  Flug, 
who  lives  in  the  new 
Metropolitan  building  in 
Chinatown,  noted  the  long 
line  outside  the  Quincy 
School. 

"The  last  time  I  stood  in 
a  [long]  line  to  vote  was 
when  Mayor  Hynes  was 
running  for  mayor,"  said 
Chinatown  resident  and 
community  leader  Neil 
Chin  as  he  waited  to  cast 
his  vote.  (Mayor  John 
Hynes  was  mayor  of 
Boston  from  1950  to  1960.) 

"I  think  it’s  tremen¬ 
dous,"  Chin  said  of  the 
voter  turnout. 

Anna  Lendor,  age  39, 
said  she  couldn't  compare 
the  line  outside  the  Quincy 
School  to  past  elections 
because  she  was  voting  for 
the  first  time  in  an 
American  election.  Lendor, 
originally  from  Puerto 
Rico  and  now  a  South  End 
resident,  said  she's  lived  in 


the  U.S.  for  three  and  a 
half  years. 

When  asked  why  she 
was  voting  this  year,  she 
said:  "Because  it's  impor¬ 
tant.  I  think  about  the 
future  of  my  son.  I  want  to 
participate  in  this  deci¬ 
sion." 

Capitalizing  off  the 
crowd  outside  the  Quincy 
School,  parent  council 
members  of  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  held  a  bake 
sale  to  earn  money  for 


school  supplies,  library 
books,  and  other  items. 

The  parents  sold  coffee, 
cookies  and  pastries  inside 
the  school's  entrance.  By  1 
p.m.,  the  bake  sale  made 
$300  —  thanks  in  part  to 
one  voter's  $100  donation 
—  said  Kin  Chow,  a  parent 
of  two  Quincy  School  stu¬ 
dents. 

"It's  nice  to  have  sup¬ 
port  from  the  community," 
said  Chow. 


Developer  Claimed  Fire 
Dept  "Required" 
Demolition  of  Theater

Kensington  Investment 
Company,  the  developer 
planning  to  build  a  30- 
story  apartment  tower  at 
the  site  of  the  historic 
Gaiety  Theatre,  will  appear 
before  the  Boston  Housing 
Court  on  November  10  in 
an  ongoing  law  suit  with 
the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

The  fire  department 
had  filed  a  criminal  com¬ 
plaint  against  the  develop¬ 
er  in  October  of  2003, 
ordering  that  Kensington 
"install  a  complete  auto¬ 
matic  sprinkler  system"  in 
the  defunct  Gaiety,  as 
required  by  state  law. 

Upon  learning  that 
Kensington  had  been  plan¬ 
ning  to  demolish  the  the¬ 
ater  to  make  way  for  its 
proposed  apartment  tower, 
the  fire  department  agreed 
a  month  after  the  suit  was 
filed  to  transfer  the  crimi¬ 
nal  case  to  civil  court,  as 


long  as  Kensington  could 
show  it  would  demolish 
the  building  by  March  31 
of  this  year.  According  to 
the  agreement,  if  the  devel¬ 
oper  could  not  demolish 
the  theater  by  that  date,  it 
would  need  to  "make  a 
new  timeline"  to  present  to 
the  fire  department. 

Fire  department  offi¬ 
cials  say  they  never 
ordered  that  the  developer 
take  the  building  down. 

"We  can't  urge  them  to 
have  the  building  come 
down,"  said  Lieutenant 
Nelson  of  the  department. 
"It's  not  in  our  jurisdic¬ 
tion." 

After  failing  to  demol¬ 
ish  the  Gaiety  by  March  31, 
Kensington  told  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission 
and  the  Massachusetts 
Historic  Commission  that 
the  Boston  Fire 
Department  had  "required" 
the  Gaiety  be  demolished. 
Both  historic  preservation 
commissions  had  previous¬ 
ly  entered  into  a  memoran¬ 
dum  of  agreement  with  the 
developer,  requiring  that

tims  were  not  involved  in 
any  criminal  activity  when 
robbed.  District  A-l  police 
captain  Bernard  O'Rourke 
called  the  robberies  a  "dis¬ 


turbing  trend." 

Police  arrested  a  sus¬ 
pect  on  Tuesday  who  they 
hope  might  have  been 
responsible  for  some  of  the 
robberies. 


Chinatown  residents 
should  take  care  during 
the  holiday  season  because 
it  is  a  time  when  robberies 
typically  increase,  said 
police.

stones  taken  from  the  Fort 
Point  Channel  seawall,  has 
not  yet  been  determined, 
but  will  likely  be  higher 
than  "eye  level." 

Dropping  other  fea¬ 
tures  from  the  park  —  one 
of  three  Central 
Artery/Rose  Kennedy 
Greenway  parks  --  had 
also  caused  an  upset.  But 
the  new  designs  presented 
October  21  appeared  to 
please  many  who  had  criti¬ 
cized  the  previous  cuts 
that  included  a  lantern, 
intended  to  cover  up  an 
obtrusive  highway-tunnel 
escape  structure,  and  tow¬ 
ering  pylons  with  flags.

ture  with  bamboo  trees, 
hiding  it  from  passersby. 
The  pylons  with  flags  were 
replaced  with  a  35-foot- 
high  semi-transparent 
structure  representing  the 


sail  of  a  sampan  that  will 
be  placed  at  the  Essex 
Street  entrance  of  the  park. 
The  long  and  thin  park 
will  run  beside  the  Surface 
Artery  Southbound  from 
the  Chinatown  gate  at 
Beach  Street  to  Essex 
Street. 

"We  won  some  and  we 
lost  some,  but  the  overall 
effect  is  a  pretty  extraordi¬ 
nary  park,"  said  David 
Seeley,  a  Leather  District 
resident  co-leading  a  city 
advisory  committee  for  the 
park.  Stephanie  Fan,  the 
other  co-leader  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  said  she  is  also 
pleased  with  the  new 
designs. 

Some  property  owners 
and  business  leaders,  how¬ 
ever,  said  the  changes 
veered  too  far  from  origi¬ 
nal  plans 
and  that 
part  of  the 
new  park 
would  turn 
its  back  on  a 
potential, 
future, 
building 
develop¬ 
ment  at  the 
comer  of 
Essex  and 
Kingston 

Streets. 

"I  think  it  completely 
changes  the  character  of 
the  park,"  said  Bill 
Whitney  of  the  Druker 
Company  at  a  meeting 
about  the  park's  redesign 
on  October  21.  Whitney

criticized  what  he  called  a 
"blank  area"  of  the  park 
that  was  originally 
planned  as  the  location  of 
the  park's  fountain  and  is 
now  mostly  empty. 

Bill  Taylor  of  Carol  R. 
Johnson,  however,  said 
that  space  could  be  used 
for  festivals  and  special 
events  and  provide  a  place 
for  outdoor  dining  if  fur¬ 
nished  with  chairs  and 
tables. 

Henry  Yee  of  the 
Chinatown  Resident 
Association  questioned 
whether  the  park  had 
enough  traditional  Chinese 
features. 

"It  appears  to  be  very 
modem  and  abstract,"  said 
Yee. 

Fan,  however,  said  that 
while  the  new  park  is 
modem  looking,  it  has  a 


"hint  of  Asian  style." 
Starting  the  park  near  the 
traditional  Chinatown  gate 
at  Beach  Street  and  ending 
it  at  Essex  Street  with  the 
contemporary  looking  sail 
and  a  red  gate,  said  Fan, 
"shows  that  this  communi¬ 
ty  is  not  stuck  in  the  past, 
but  that  it  goes  out  into  the 
future." 

When  asked  if  the 
park's  budget  had  been 
increased  for  the  changes, 
Charlotte  Fleetwood  of  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority,  the  state  agency 
paying  for  the  park,  said 
that  the  new  designs  had¬ 
n't  been  priced  yet.

Dr.  Moy 
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tice,  he  contributed  to  the 
community  in  other  ways. 
Elected  president  of  the 
Mass  Pike  Towers  Tenants 
Association  in  the  late 
1990' s,  he  was  chief  nego¬ 
tiator  between  resident 
tenants  and  the  landlord. 

"Dr.  Moy  was  the 
quintessential  success 
story,  an  immigrant  who 
worked  hard  and  became 
a  highly  successful  doctor. 
He  had  formed  a  diverse 
network  of  friends  outside 
of  the  Chinatown  commu¬ 
nity.  Yet,  Dr.  Moy  never 
forgot  his  background  or 
the  Chinese  community," 
said  David  Y.S.  Moy, 
director  of  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center  (BCNC)  and  no 
relation  to  Dr.  Moy. 

"His  life  was  a  shining 
example  of  what  it  means 
to  be  a  successful  Chinese 
American,"  said  Moy.  He 
also  noted  that  Dr.  Moy 
was  an  ardent  and  long¬ 
time  supporter  of  many 
Chinatown  community 
programs  and  services. 
Initially  involved  as  a  sup¬ 
porter  of  summer  camp 
services  for  Chinatown 
children.  Dr.  Moy  was  one 
of  the  first  major  contribu¬ 
tors  to  the  BCNC  when  it 
began  a  campaign  to  build 
a  new  community  center. 
Later,  he  became  an  advi¬ 
sory  committee  member 
for  the  capital  campaign 
for  the  building. 

"It  is  fitting  that  the 
new  community  center 
will  have  a  room  named 
in  his  honor,"  said  Moy. 

In  addition  to  devoting 
time  to  his  medical  prac¬ 
tice  and  his  community 
efforts,  he  was  an  accom¬ 
plished  photographer 
whose  work  was  featured 
in  a  Chinatown  gallery 
and  numerous  calendars 
distributed  to  the  local 
Chinese  community  and 
beyond.  After  his  vaca¬ 
tions,  he  would  return 
with  hundreds  of  pho¬ 
tographs  that  he  devel¬ 
oped  and  enlarged  in  his 
dark  room. 

His  favorite  subject, 
however,  was  his  son, 
Kevin,  a  senior  at  Milton 
Academy.  In  recent  years, 
he  documented  every  con¬ 
cert  in  which  Kevin 
played,  later  sending  the 
photographs  to  his  son's 
band  mates  for  their  col¬ 
lections. 

Known  for  his  enthusi¬ 
asm  and  youthful  energy. 
Dr.  Moy  enjoyed  playing 
squash  every  weekend  at 
Milton  Academy,  further 
expanding  his  circle  of 
friends  to  include  parents 
of  other  students  and 
many  of  the  school's  facul¬ 
ty  members. 

"Patrick  was  the 
embodiment  of  'infectious 
enthusiasm,"'  said  John 
Kerr,  a  friend  and  neigh¬ 
bor.  "On  the  squash  court 
he  tenaciously  and  gra¬ 
ciously  competed,  yet 
always  encouraged  us  to 
play  harder  and  quickly 


complimented  a  good 
shot.  Off  the  court  he 
would  spark  the  conver¬ 
sation,  interested  in  our 
families  and  the  events  of 
our  lives  and  never  hesi¬ 
tating  to  spice  up  the  dia¬ 
logue  with  a  comment  on 
the  politics  of  the  day. 
Above  all,  he  was  a  wise, 
caring  friend  to  each  of  us. 

I  never  said  goodbye 
without  thinking  ahead  to 
when  I  would  next  enjoy 
Patrick's  company." 

He  was  a  man  of  many 
diverse  interests  and  great 
curiosity,  who  loved  to 
read  texts  ranging  from 
Chinese  literature  to  phi¬ 
losophy. 

Patricia  Ostrem  of 
Milton,  a  friend  of  Dr. 
Mo/s  for  two  decades, 
noted  he  "was  a  full  liver 
of  life,  enjoying  the  arts, 
appreciating  good  food 
and  good  friends,  always 
with  a  large  dose  of  laugh¬ 
ter,  drawing  in  those 
around  him  with  his  infec¬ 
tious  zest  for  the  moment. 
He  loved  to  share  his  pas¬ 
sions  with  his  friends,  and 
he  proudly  shared  the 
budding  talents  of  his  son, 
Kevin,  on  jazz  bass,  even 
though  he  admitted  he 
didn't  really  understand 
it.  Kevin  and  Rita  were 
the  joys  of  his  life." 

Deborah  O'Keefe, 

M.D.,  a  physician  at 
Carney  Hospital  and 
friend  and  colleague  since 
1977,  noted  that  he  "pos¬ 
sessed  boundless  energy, 
and  with  great  ardor,  joy 
and  generosity  he  brought 
people  from  different  cul¬ 
tures  and  interests  togeth¬ 
er  to  promote  the  arts, 
education  and  public 
health."

I  knew  Dr.  Moy  for  many  years. 
We  were  good  friends.  We  would 
travel  together  and  sometimes  cele¬ 
brate  New  Year's  Eve  together. 

For  a  long  time,  I  had  lunch  with 
him  every  month.  We  would  talk 
about  a  lot  of  things,  and  I  discov¬ 
ered  that  he  is  not  just  a  medical 
professional.  I  found  out  that  he 
spends  a  lot  of  time  thinking  about 
his  family,  his  friends,  and  his  com¬ 
munity. 

He  has  been  in  the  community 
for  a  long  time.  He  had  told  me  that 
he  would  confront  his  patients  who 
had  unreasonable  expectations  and 
had  unhealthy  lifestyles.  He  didn't 
mind  losing  business;  he  would  say 
what  he  thought  was  good  for  the 
patient.  For  instance,  if  he  didn't  find 
anything  physically  wrong  with  a 
patient  and  he  thought  that  the 
symptoms  actually  had  to  do  with 
depression,  he  would  tell  the  patient. 
If  his  patients  didn't  need  medica¬ 
tion,  he  wouldn't  give  it  to  them, 
which  is  not  necessarily  a  popular 
practice.  Some  people,  when  they  go 
to  the  doctor,  expect  to  get  a  shot  or 
take  some  medicine.  But  Dr.  Moy 
spoke  his  mind  and  he  spoke  from 
his  experience 

In  his  early  years,  when  Dr.  Moy 
was  starting  out  as  a  physician,  some 
of  his  patients  couldn't  afford  to  pay 
him.  So,  he  would  accept  whatever 
they  could  afford.  They  brought  him 
rice  and  food  and  he  didn't  mind 
taking  it  (instead  of  money). 

The  other  thing  about  him  is  he 
didn't  limit  himself  in  his  interests. 

He  was  into  arts  and  music  and  liter¬ 
ature.  He  lived  a  full  life.  For  a  per¬ 
son  so  successful,  he  would  engage 
in  discussion  with  people  from  all 
walks  of  life.

I  only  knew  Dr.  Moy  as  Patrick, 
father  of  Kevin  and  husband  of  Rita, 
not  as  a  physician.  I  saw  him  with 
his  family  over  the  past  decade  and 
here  are  some  strong  images  that 
have  stayed  with  me: 

I  remember  seeing  Patrick  at 
Tanglewood,  relaxing  while  listening 
to  a  concert  of  classical  music,  with 
foods  spread  on  the  blanket  beside 
him.  He  seemed  so  content  and 
happy  with  the  music  and  the  com¬ 
pany.  That  weekend  he  didn't  stay 
in  a  hotel,  but  instead  returned  to  a 
local  camp  ground,  where  he  sat 
around  the  fire,  chatting  with  family 
and  friends.  The  previous  evening, 
Patrick  and  his  family  had  gone  for  a 
hike.  Patrick,  with  a  sparkle  in  his 


eyes,  witty  remarks  on  his  tongue, 
and  a  youthful  quick  step,  led  us  all 
up  a  hill;  the  walk  was  lovely,  and  it 
turned  out  that  he  chose  the  hill  so 
that  he  could  get  better  reception  on 
his  cell  phone  to  check  in  with  a 
patient  he  was  worried  about. 

Although  my  family  is  not  Asian, 
when  we  returned  to  Boston,  Patrick 
and  his  family  enthusiastically  intro¬ 
duced  us  to  restaurants  in 
Chinatown  and  to  the  intricacies  of 
mahjong  at  his  home. 

The  most  enduring  image  for  me 
is  the  combined  joy  and  pride  on 
Patrick's  face  as  he  watched  his  son 
make  music,  whether  it  was  on  the 
piano  in  his  home  or  with  his  jazz 
group.

ed.  Surprised,  as  I  assumed  I  was 
supposed  to  raise  this  topic  delicate¬ 
ly,  I  blurted  out  an  amount.  Taken 
aback  by  the  sum,  he  immediately 
said  he  could  not  give  that.  A  few 
days  later  when  I  returned,  he  greet¬ 
ed  me  with  his  usual  big  grin  and 
said  yes. 

To  residents  of  the  Mass  Pike 
Towers  low-income  apartment  com¬ 
plex,  Dr.  Moy's  commitment  went 
far  and  deep.  In  the  1970's,  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  solo  family  medical  practice 
in  one  of  our  commercial  spaces. 
Many  tenants  were  his  patients. 
Starting  five  years  ago.  Dr.  Moy  not 
only  was  a  local  doctor.  He  became  a 
tenant  advisor  and  advocate. 

During  the  year-long  negotiations 
on  the  sale  of  the  complex  to  Trinity 
Financial,  he  became  active  and 
helped  found  the  Mass  Pike  Towers 
Tenants  Association.  After  Trinity 
took  over.  Dr.  Moy  tried  to  establish 
a  scholarship  for  our  youths  and 
taught  a  session  of  tennis  for  our 
children.  He  gave  us  money,  ideas, 
and,  most  of  all,  time.  When  we 
asked  the  doctor  to  be  there,  he  was 
there. 

He  was  there  at  annual  rent 
increase  meetings.  His  philosophy 
was  that  rents  should  remain  afford¬ 
able  for  current  and  future  tenants 
and  that  government  money  should 
not  be  wasted.  He  spoke  up  without 
fear  of  retaliation  at  meetings  and  he 
was  passionate  for  the  quality  of  life 
of  the  tenants. 

Dr.  Moy  could  disagree  without 
being  disagreeable.  I  was  amused 
that  after  one  contentious  meeting 
with  Trinity,  he  agreed  to  give  Jim 
Keefe,  the  face  of  Trinity,  a  ride 
home. 

Dr.  Moy  was  a  remarkable  man 
whom  many  tenants  will  remember 
forever.

Patrick  had  a  gift  for 
friendship,  both  for  bring¬ 
ing  out  the  best  in  people 
and  for  bringing  people 
together.  At  his  funeral, 
person  after  person  said  he 
considered  Patrick  his  best 
friend.  I  have  never  before 
seen  so  many  tearful  mid¬ 
dle-aged  men.  I  met 
Patrick  my  freshman  year 
at  Tufts  Medical  School, 
and  it  had  been  a  lonely 
year  for  me.  There  was  a 
lot  of  work  in  medical 
school,  and  there  was  little 
of  the  social  life  I  had 
known  as  an  undergradu¬ 
ate. 

I  didn't  have  a  car,  and 
I  ate  most  of  my  meals  in 
my  room.  But  then  I  met 
Patrick,  and  soon  I  was 
visiting  the  family  home  in 
South  Boston,  and  meeting 
his  fiancee  Rita,  and  his 
mother  and  his  father,  and 
his  brothers.  I  would 
attend  Patrick  and  Rita's 
wedding,  and  he  would 
mine. 

Patrick  was  very 
insightful  and  interested  in 
everything.  He  led  a  full 
life,  a  private  life  but  a  life 
filled  with  his  family,  with 
friendships,  with  books, 
with  travel,  with  conversa¬ 
tion,  with  athletics,  with 
photography,  filled  with 
making  every  minute 
count. 


A  life  we  could  all  learn 
from.  An  optimistic  life.  A 
life  of  wisdom.  I  realize 
now  how  many  things 
Patrick  told  me  that  I've 
repeated  to  other  people. 
I've  repeated  the  story  of 
how  a  Chinese  immigrant 
patient  was  concerned 


because  his  son  wished  to 
study  music.  And  Patrick 
explained  to  him  that  this 
was  America  and  in 
America  no  one  starved, 
not  even  artists.  I  had 
many  conversations  with 
Patrick  about  medicine, 
but  not  about  the  difficul¬ 
ties,  but  rather  about  how 
lucky  we  were  to  be  doc¬ 
tors.  He  had  a  gift  for  con¬ 
versation.  It  was  as  if 
Patrick  were  my  brother, 
some  sort  of  alter  ego,  and 
all  the  things  I  had  been 
silently  pondering  for  the 
past  few  months  could  be 
shared  with  him.  And  it 
struck  me  at  the  funeral 
how  many  other  men  felt 
the  same.

Dr.  Moy 
hosted  a  fundraising  party 
for  the  new  community 
center  at  his  home.  While 
he  was  cordial  in  first 
introducing  me  as  the 
director  of  the  BCNC,  he 
was  far  more  excited  in  . 
telling  his  friends  that  I 
was  a  surf  kayaker  and 
that  I  had  placed  3rd  in  a 
recent  competition.  Many 
in  the  Chinatown  commu¬ 
nity  know  Dr.  Moy  for  his 
successful  medical  prac¬ 
tice.  Some  of  us  were  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  seen  the 
many  other  facets  of  the 
man:  his  diverse  interests, 
genuine  curiosity,  and 
good  humor.  He  not  only 
succeeded  professionally 
but  was  able  to  balance 
this  with  his  commitment 
to  his  family  and  to  the 
community.  He  made  the 
time  to  enjoy  life.

$1  Million 
Grant  Boosts 
Auto  Tech. 
Training 
Program

Beginning  in  January 
2005,  a  growing  local  part¬ 
nership  will  begin  training 
a  new  generation  of  auto¬ 
motive  technicians.  PACE 
--  also  known  as 
Partnership  for 
Automotive  Career 
Education  -  was  recently 
awarded  a  $1 -million  grant 
to  train  and  employ  a  new 
group  of  automotive  tech¬ 
nicians  who  are  much  in 
demand  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area  and  nation¬ 
wide. 

Led  by  the  Asian 
American  Civic 
Association  (publisher  of 
the  Sampan),  PACE  is  a 
collaboration  between  La 
Alianza  Hispana,  the 
Urban  League  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts,  the 
Massachusetts  State 
Automobile  Dealers 
Association,  Sullivan  Tire, 
Bridgestone  Firestone, 
Village  Automotive  Group, 
Madison  Park  Vocational 
High  School  and  Benjamin 
Franklin  Institute  of 
Technology,  with  funding 
provided  by  SkillWorks,  a 
consortium  of  funding 
organizations  in  Boston. 


The  goal  of  the  project 
is  to  train  minorities  to 
become  skilled  entry-level 
automotive  technicians. 
PACE  will  provide 
English,  math  and  comput¬ 
er  instruction  as  well  as 
job-readiness  training.  It 
will  include  287  hours  of 
automotive  training  on 
safety,  tire  service,  wheel 
balancing,  maintenance 
service,  electrical  and  elec¬ 
tronic  systems,  brakes, 
steering  and  suspension. 

In  addition  to  providing 
trained  entry-level  work¬ 
ers,  PACE  will  provide 
career  coaching  and  other 
help  to  new  hires  as  well 
as  automotive  workers 
already  in  entry-level  jobs. 

More  than  40  people 
applied  for  the  first  PACE 
class  which  will  begin  in 
January  2005.  About  20 
people  will  be  chosen  from 
this  group.

the  Kensington  tower 
receive  needed  approvals 
before  the  Gaiety  could  be 
razed  (the  developer  and 
theater  preservationists 
disagree  on  what 
approvals  Kensington  has 
and  needs  and  the  word¬ 
ing  of  the  agreement). 

"As  you  know,"  wrote 
Kensington's  attorney 
Matthew  Kiefer  to  the 
commissions  on  April  30, 
"the  Boston  Fire 
Department  has  required 
that  the  building  be 
demolished  as  soon  as 
possible  for  fire  safety  rea¬ 
sons.  Under  a  consent 
agreement  with  the  Boston 
Fire  Department, 
Kensington  is  already  past 
the  time  period  when 
demolition  was  to  com¬ 
mence."  When  fire  depart¬ 
ment  officials  were  asked 
about  the  requirement, 
they  said  that  no  such 
requirement  was,  or  could 
be,  made  by  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

"That  was  an  error.  We 
don't  do  that,"  said  Lt. 
Powers,  a  spokesperson 
for  the  department,  in  a 
Sampan  interview  on  May 
5. 

Kiefer  said  he  couldn't 
comment  for  this  story 
because  of  ongoing  litiga¬ 
tion,  but  he  did  note  that 
on  May  11  he  had  sent  a 
"letter  of  clarification"  to 
the  fire  department  and 
the  commissions.  In  the 


letter,  which  was  written 
at  the  request  of  the  fire 
department,  Kiefer 
acknowledges  that  the  fire 
department  cannot  require 
demolition  and  that  the 
fire  department  had 
required  that  Kensington 
install  sprinklers,  which. 


he  wrote,  would  be  an 
"extraordinary"  cost. 

Boston  Fire 
Department  officials 
would  release  few  details 
of  the  case  for  this  story 
because  the  matter  is  still 
unresolved.

Shino  Express  is  a  sushi 
bar  jam-packed  with  stu¬ 
dents  and  young  hipsters. 

Located  in  the  heart  of 
Newbury  Street,  Shino 
sells  the  cheapest  sushi, 
sashimi,  and  maki  you  can 
find  in  the  area  -  and  the 
portions  are  generous. 

Also,  the  service  is  excel¬ 
lent  (visitors  are  greeted  by 
a  chorus  of  warm  good¬ 
byes  upon  exiting  the 
establishment)  and,  of 
course,  the  food  is  excel¬ 
lent.. 

The  establishment  con¬ 
sists  of  two  levels,  a  lower 
level  where  the  sushi  bar 
resides  and  an  upper  level 
with  additional  seating 
that  overlooks  the  sushi 
bar  and  gives  a  bird's  eye 
view  of  the  sushi  prepara¬ 
tion. 


The  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public 
Health  (DPH)  has  started  a 
flu  vaccine  distribution 
plan  that  focuses  on  pro¬ 
tecting  infants,  those  with 
chronic  diseases,  people  75 
and  over  and  some  health 
workers. 

"Just  like  every  state  in 
the  nation,  Massachusetts 
currently  has  a  flu  vaccine 
shortage,"  said  DPH 
Commissioner  Christine 
Ferguson. 

Each  year  more  than 
800  Massachusetts  resi¬ 
dents  die  from  the  illness. 

This  year,  healthy  peo¬ 
ple  are  being  asked  to 
forgo  flu  shots,  so  that  the 
vaccine  can  be  given  to 
those  who  most  need  it. 
(Healthy  people  should, 
however,  take  steps  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  flu.)  Once  every- 


With  a  menu  that  con¬

This  year's  flu  vaccine 
shortage  is  due  to  produc¬ 
tion  problems  at  one  of  the 
nation's  largest  suppliers, 
Chiron,  from  whom  DPH 
had  ordered  462,000  doses, 
or  about  75%  of  what  the 
state  anticipated  needing 
for  the  2004-2005  season. 
The  Commonwealth  cur¬ 
rently  has  about  60%  of  the 
total  amount  it  had 
ordered.  As  usual,  the 
state's  flu  vaccine  supply  is 
being  distributed  through 
local  boards  of  health, 
nursing  homes,  communi¬ 
ty  health  centers  and  other 
healthcare  providers.

Health  Corner 

State  Announces  Flu  Vaccine  Priorities 


"Stories  from  the  Land"  Asian 
Film  Festival  Screens  Soon 
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said  that  if  Kensington 
cannot  obtain  the  permits 
needed  to  demolish  the 
Gaiety  —  a  group  of  theater 
preservationists  and 


activists  are  trying  to  save 
the  96-year-old  theater  — 
then  the  fire  department 
would  likely  move  to  force 
Kensington  to  install  the 
sprinklers.  But  he  empha¬ 


sized  that  the  department 
cannot  require  that  the  the¬ 
ater  be  demolished,  as 
Kensington  had  claimed  in 
the  April  30  letter. 

The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  voted  last 
year  to  approve 
Kensington's  $120  million 
apartment  tower.  But  two 
lawsuits,  one  accusing  the 
Boston  Zoning 
Commission  of  improperly 
granting  Kensington  a  spe¬ 
cial  zoning  designation  to 
build  twice  the  zoned 
height  limit  and  another 


challenging  an  eminent 
domain  taking  at 
Kensington's  site,  are 
attempting  to  halt  the  pro¬ 
ject.  In  addition,  a  zoning 
clause  that  prevents  the 
demolition  of  theaters  in 
the  Midtown  Cultural 
District  where  the  Gaiety  is 
located  could  prove  a  chal¬ 
lenge  for  Kensington, 
which  has  owned  the 
Gaiety  for  almost  20  years. 

In  late  spring, 
Kensington  began  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  demolition  by 
draining  water  from  the 
theater's  basement  and 
beginning  asbestos 


removal.  By  late  summer, 
however,  Boston 
Inspectional  Services,  the 
city  department  that  issues 
demolition  permits, 
ordered  the  developer  to 
stop  work  at  the  Gaiety 
because  Kensington  had 
windows  and  metal  roof¬ 
ing  flashing  removed  with¬ 
out  obtaining  the  needed 
permits.  Inspectional 
Services  was  alerted  to  the 
window  and  flashing 
removal  by  theater  preser¬ 
vationists  who  claimed 
that  Kensington  was  trying 
to  secretly  demolish  the 
theater.  A  stop  work  order 
was  still  posted  at  the  the¬ 
ater  the  day  of  this  publi¬ 
cation. 

The  stop  work  order 
was  issued  "because  they 
were  removing  the  win¬ 
dows  and  they  [did]  not 
have  the  permits  to 
remove  the  windows,"  said 
Lisa  Timberlake,  a 
spokesperson  for 
Inspectional  Services,  in  a 
Sampan  interview  last 
month. 

At  the  time,  Kensington 
would  not  comment  on  the 
matter,  citing  pending  liti¬ 


gation. 

The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council 
support  the  project 
because  it  would  add 
housing  to  the  area  and 
eliminate  one  of  the 
Combat  Zone's  last 
remaining  strip  clubs.

The  Gaiety  was  the 
site  of  many  African 
American  jazz  shows  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  1900s.
